Three of 4 ts orig- 
inal esptetes, lour of its first lieutenant*, and 
ail ol its 6* tend lieutenants but three, were not 
c- hitnissioLed until November and December 
of tbe Patne y ear These are official facts which 
a. e the only data upon which the War Depart- 
tLirt predicates its action, and by them it 
cis inctly eppears that our correspondent 
reckons from the time of his enlistment, and 
not from the date of the muster-ia of the regi- 
ment. There were Lot officers in commission 
three years ago for a battalion, much leas the 
entire regiment which has since eerved with 
such diftinction all over tbe Southwest, and 
has added the crowning glory to its fame by 
rt-enteiiog the tctvice of their country as 
veterans. Our correspondent is therefore 
one who, doubt'ese for some substan- 
tial reason, did not ro-ealist, anl wo blame 
no one for that determination.

More than this, a 
Htejority of any portion of snob people may 
revoiBttoc:se pcretngdovn a minor, tv, inte-- 
mitgled with or near about them, who may 
oppose their movements.

Oa tbe 10th of April in 1861, Mr. Lincoln, 
han cp beoom* President of the U cited S lates, 
and tbe rebellion having begun, instructed his 
Secretary of State to say to our Minister at 
London: 

For these reasons he would not b» disposed 
to tefect a cardinal dogma of theim, namely 
that ibe fiderti government cauia not reduce 
the acceding States to obedieooe by eor.qner, 
even although he were disposed to qa?-tiia 
the propoaitsou. Bat, ic lac:, the Presid.-nt 
nocepu Mas true. Only an imperial or de»- 
potlc goverumen* could sul>jng*te thoroughly 
disc fiec led atd insurrectionary membari of 
tbe Slate. This federal republican system of 
ours is of all forms of government the very 
one which Is most unfitted for such a labar * 

Nearly four mouths later, during nearly the 
whole of which period the war ha! b >ea rag- 
tag, Mr. Lincoln held with a port of the Ken- 
tacky delegation in Congress s long and free 
interview, in the course of which he repeated 
the same sentiment with greater emphasis and 
czplicitaeM. Tbe Hon. Robert Mallory, who 
was aparty to this interview, thus referred to 
it in a recent speech on tbe floor of Oongress : 

Sir, I remember a remarkable ratemeot 
made by tbe mac who now Loads lire al- 
ministration of this government, and whom 
you are trying to mak* your President for 
the next four yean on thu subject.

This 
is a shabby nnd sceakiog trick, ontitisthj wry 
of the Times. Luckily, it is a z ealous sup- 
porter ot the Lincoln Administration, for, 
had it been athi-rwise, eucn insolence would 
have led to its tunpression. But the Tim * 
hj;8 been strangely inconsistent since the war 
commenced. In tneenmmerof 1862, the Times 
made the bold proposal to depose P-esident 
Lincoln and set up some military dictator in 
his place. Now the Times supports Mr Lin- 
coln for re-ckciian, and accuses the military 
authorities of excluding correspondents be- 
cause they are too accurate in their reports. 
Many men have been introduced to the case- 
mates of Fort Lafayette or Warren for less 
offence* than this. , 

WST “Mtking tbe extreme medicine of the 
constitution its daily bread” and “Power is 
always gradually stealing away from the 
meny to the few" are two sayings that some- 
how or other hare got th-ms -lves ascribed to 
Mr Jtffeison; but in reality neither of thsur 
be'.. Eg* to Mr. Jefferson or to any other 
American. The first is B irke’a, who says in 
his ‘Reflectioks oh the Revolovich in 
Franck:’’ “I confess to you, sir, I never 
liked this oontiuuai talk of resistance and 
revolution, or tho practice of m iking the 
extreme medicine of the constitution its drily 
breed.” The other is Dr. Johnson's, whostye 
in No. 45 of “Thk A uvbnturkr “P ower 
is elwsye gradaelly stealing away from th?. 
many to the fc w, b^cam,e the few are more 
v gilant and consUfem; it still contrasts to \ 
smaiier numo«-r, ull iu tims it centres in a 
sicgle perc-on." We confess we were a littk* 
enrpr sed when several years ag) we first 
came upon this passage in Dr. Jobnsiu, 
a hose genius was hardly political, though his 
splendid common eenss rendered him great 
in almost every department of thought. As 
lorBurke.no one can be eu-pnsed to find 
that Hey current j iwel of political wisdom is 
bo-rewed from the imperial casket of his 
j writings. 

A tapeworm nisety feet long was taken 
from a pa. .tut in York, Penn., last week 
The phje ciacs oecupitd three hours in re 
i moving it — Azchangt.

Tho watching ever that life^with vestal 
vigilance, ia defence, its protection, are 
the highcit duties of American patrio'.um 
No republic has ever survived ia freedom 
the military prcstrullon of its Constitution, 
tbe nuiiriiry nt^is-'iDKtioa oi its poli ica! life.

Even it it were true, that, from at undue 
ccrc lor liberty, the Constitution ^id withhold 
ary power ct’seufifl to tfce proper elfitiency of 
tbe GovernmeD’, je, that would affor.l no 
jostifieotion cf their aeurpa’ioas, for. aa said by 
Vi’aFhirgton, ‘ Let there be no change vf t,i« 
Oocstitution by u’urpation; for though this 
in one instance may be tfce instrument of 
gotd, it is the customary instrument by 
which frte governments are destroyed. Tha 
precedent n.ust alwaysgreurly overbalance in 
["-imanent ev.l any turtial or trausien’ bon- 
efit which the n?e can at any tims yieil.” 

Vi b»r. is wLful laijo cjnstrnction bat a-:arpo- 
tion? Is it not also usurpation to attempt >o 
meke an admitted illegal act “lawful” by tho 
simple act of the President in calling it “in- 
dirpensab.e?” 

JtffemiD, in a tetter written iu 1814 Bays 
that Washington “scrupulously obeyed tne 
laws daring his whole career, civil aad mili- 
tary.” Th)?, too, be it remembered, though 
during tbe revolutionary war he hod to con- 
tend with thousands of armed and unarmed 
domestic tory traitors. He never assumed the 
right ortiercLed the power of proclaiming 
martial law. He may ia some very fow ia- 
EtsLces have exercised in a mild way jomj ol 
the power incident to such law when neces- 
sarily arising in the absence of civil 
authority, within what might be strictly 
teimed tbe liars of his immediate, actual 
military operations. But he never was guil- 
ty cf attempting to make the law, where cir- 
cumstances according to the established nsog -s 
ot war hud not ahead? brought it into being 
He never by bis own fiat attempted to clotne 
himself wile a power to persecute his fellow- 
citizens, which otherwise or without his ova 
proclamation he would not possess. His mind 
and heart were too deeply imbued with the 
knowledge and love of the principles of civil 
liberty tor auy such attempt at self-aggran- 
dizement. In marching his army to quell tne 
whiskey rebellion, he took care by general 
order to remind bis soldiers that hs au d they 
tyere merely acting “in aid of the civil au- 
thority.” 

This example was strictly followed by Mid- 
ijen whilst sacc*sfully conducting us 
through the second war for i ade Deaden ce, 
tbe test war with England, when she was the 
greatest isili’ary power of tha world, whilst 
our nation was still comparatively young and 
fieb.e. Let it be also remembered that 5 odi- 
son thus “scrupulously obeyed the laws,” 
whilst a powerful political party in ari out 
ot Oongress, by speeches and through the pub- 
lic press, continuously denounced himself, his 
administration, and the war, with fierce se- 
verity, anti whilst a very powerful faction 
were notoriously striving to iufl.ct secession 
and civil war on the country for the purpose 
ot feparating New Eegbond from tae 
Unien. Even in such an emergency he never 
lost his equanimity; he never forgot, that, aa 
Chief Magistrate in a government of law, 
it was his highest duty to give an example of 
exemplary obediemro to the law; be never 
forgot, as Commander in-Ghief ot the army 
and tfce navy, to teach all subordinates, by 
bis example, the duty of willing obedience to 
civil authority; he neither usurped nor &t- 
temp’ed to use any of the enginery of tyran- 
ny ; he uEed no mode of terrorism, not even 
brbVHdo, bat scorned such expedients of weak 
l.mici man as inappropriate iu tho governmant 
cf freemen. Strocg as must have been his 
st-Dse of gratitude toward General Jackson 
for having “closed the war in u b!*z iof glory,” 
yet he did not refrain Irom administering to 
the General a miid rebuke for uij martial law, 
and carefully forbore oil attempt at remitting 
or refunding his fiae. 

bnch was the example of that great sal 
good ro&n as to whatsnunld be tfce demeanor 
ot a President in such a crisi? — the caretui 
upholding of law aud coustitafion in their 
supremacy. Great was his merit, and great 
has teen his rewaid. He live9 aud will ever 
lire in the affection of the nation, recoal only I 
to Washington. 

With these examples of ^Msfcington and 
Madison before him, ctiated must ba the mind 
and pitiable the ambition of him who 
abdicates the exalted station of Cfcief lisgis- 
struicin a government of law over a great 
ration of libtity-loving freamsn, and deuue 3 
himself into a mere Lynch-law P.estdeat. 
Such an ambition can be compared only to 
that of the Greek who songht 1111 m jrulity 
by burning the magnificent temple ol' E pharos. 

Whan a President and bis party in Congre?i 
have repeatedly violated all tha guarantees 
of liberty contained in the Coosticntion and 
cffecually silenced the law by subordinating 
civil to military authority, they have dene 1 
what they can to justify the exultant shouts 
with which the absolutists ot Europe have 
been hailiug the alleged failure of “the model 
Republic,” the failure of our grand experi- 
ment to prove men competent to their own 
self government. There is one way and bat 
one way to silence those exultant shouts and 
call out the exultant peass of the friends of 
liberty throughout the world, — ’.hat is by re- 
instating the Constitution through tfce ballot- 
box aid at the same time appropriately pun- 
ishing those who are laboring for its detrac- 
tion. 

It should be cause for agonising regret to 
every enlightened patriot, that, in a great 
crisis like tbe preeent, tfce Constitution boa 
not Lad fair play by fair ex per iment to prove 
its perfect acuqaaey to tfce occasion. To have 
deprived It ot that opportunity is a fault or a 
folly of such lowering magnitude as te be 
classed amorg high political crimes. It is a 
crime not only against oar country, bat a sa 
ngaiust the cause of civil liberty throughout 
the woild. By its appropriate punish meat, 
human liberty will receive a rene wet lease 
of ltife, wi:h hcpeiul promise a: perpetuity, ia 
friends » renewed confidence in tfce ulti atte 
amelioration of a!i goveromente, ani tfce 
model republic will be laut>cii?d anew uoro 
its brilliaut cartel as the hope aud exs npUf 
r-i nations That appropriate pu v&bm mt of

He asks lor men under the law of 
July 4, instant, “An act further to r eg slate 
and provide fo? the enrobing aud coiling out 
of the national forces and for other pur- 
pose?,” and orders that after tfce ixpira 
tion of fifty days a draft be mode to supply aid 
dtficiencies. We have air sod j explained tfce 
provisions of this act. Its most important 
features are that volunteers will be accepted 
for one, two, or three years, with bounty al 
lowed in proportion to the term of service, 
and that recruits will be assigned to tfcs regi- 
ments or batteries of their own S ates, as for 1 
as practicable. This Iast idea is very accepta- 
ble, ar d will prove of great value to the re- I 
emits, PS it places them by the side of vstcr- j 
acs, aid will enable them to have all the j 
advantage of their experience. It will prove 
greatly economical also; for it looks to tbe 
iLcre&sdtf tfce rank and file, and not to the 
multiplication of commissioned officer?. We 
have officers enough for over a million men, 
and &s TLcanctea occur they afcoohl be 
filled from the ranks, and by a 
gradual series of promo jon?, so that a spirit 
of cmuiaiion may bu engendered and the 
very best material obtaiued for all positions, 
frem company to field aad general officer?. 

When we h*vq obtained a true copy of 
President Lincoln’s latest pioclamaiion, we 
thril bs sole to state how it will operate 
upon Kentucky and wbat will be required o; 
us under *ia c-fcl. There is however „u uece«- 
tity of any delay; all who feel inclined to 
s’.rvfe* ore year should report theumlves

In citing this declaration, we said tha: it 
bad never been retracted; but we omitted to 
say that it had been reaffirmed sin re the out- 
break of the rebellion. Sum, however, is uus 
l«ct, which indeed appears to hav9 escaped tfce 
notice ot the public in general. 

We invite attention to the proof of this 
fact. Mr. Lincoln, ia fcisr inaugural address, 
said: 

tinppose you go to war, you cannot fight 
u!v«;f; and, when, ;f.cr muco io,s ou both 
ridis, and no gain ou either, yon cease flgfcL 1 
ir g, th» identical questions as to terms or ia- ; 
tirvourss are again upon yon Tua country, , 
with i:a insiiiutfonj, belougs to the peopfe 
wboinfcab.t it.

Mr. Lincoln, it will be observed, here a3s;rts 
the right ot the people or ot a portion of the 
people to “dijmernber or overthrow” the 
government “whenever they afcoli grow wea- 
ry” of iL W c Buy he aase*t3 the ngn: of a | 
portion ct the people to do this, becaaie the f 
diem mberment cr overthrow of a govornmeiu I 
by rtvo.uuaa implies the rising of a portion 
ot the people against tna rest. Tne extract 
from his inaugural address is ’.has identical ia 
principle with the extract from fas speech in 
Congrats. Ha reaffirms in tfce one wfcat hu , 
affirmed in the other. 

Mr. Lincoln accordingly stands before the I 
country to day as the public assercorof the j 
right of a portion of the people to dumambir 
or overthrow the government not because i: 
intolerably oppresses them but simply be- 
came they are weary of it. He asserts the 
right of a portion of the ivopie to dismemb-r 
or overthrow the government with or with 
on* esure at their simple pleasure. Io short, 
he at aeits the absolute and unoaditiouol 
right of revelation. We need not say that 
this is Bnarcby. It is worse than section, 
inasmuch as secession is merely the right of 
dir-cre'Jonary revolution in States, whereas 
this is the right cf discretionary revolution 
in any portion of the people whether organ- 
ized in a separate community or not. I; is 
the unlimited right of discretionary revolu- 
tion. It runs the principle of secession into 
the ground. Secession, which ia the doctrine 
of Jtff Davis, leaves a: least the Safes politi- 
cal entities, and consists wi h the possibility 
of some kind of national league Or confedera- 
cy, but the unlimited right of discretionary 
revolution, which is the doctrine of Mr. Lin- 
coln, an key 3 the whole political fabric, 
leaving no entities except the individual 
citizens. It dissolves ail government. It re- 
solves society into its primary elements. If 
the doctrine of Jtff Davis would make the 
Union a tope of sand, a? it unquestionably 
would, tbe doctrine ot Mr. Lincoln woald 
make the Union a rope of water or of air. 

We have' all said a great deal, but nst too 
ranch, respecting the causelessness of this re- 
bellion; bnt, if Mr. Lincoln’s doctrine is 
correct, we have all been laying 3tre33 upon 
a matter that fc&s nothing to do with the merits 
cf the question, tor, if a portion of the peo- 
ple have a sacred right to dismember or over- 
throw the government at their pleasure, of 
conree their pleasure is a sufficient cause. 
According to this doctrine, when a people 
rebeUiomly inclined have signified their 
pleasure they have justified their rebellion. 
Indeed, there never can be on ocjustifiabli 
rebellion or a justifiable suppression of a re- 
bellion, according to this doctrine, whose 
general features Mr. Lincoln undoubtedly hod 
in his mind when he told Mr. Mallory, that; 
if the Southern people are united, the war on 
the part of tfce govern men Ur mo: only an error 
but a crime. In this avowal Mr. Lincoln 
applied hia doctrine to the existing rebel- 
lion. This is Mr. Lincoln’s dec trine; bat 
it is nut the doctrine of the loyal people of the 
country, who have poured out their blood and 
treat are to establish no such rmnoui and des- 
picable heresy. And yet the eambiuhareut of 
this heresy, with tfce overthrow of the gov- 
ernment, will be the upshot of all their une- 
qualled sacrifices, if Mr. Lincoln is not de- 
feated in November; fer, as certain ao he is ra- 
cketed, he sooner or L» sr will pu&iiclj apply 
his doc’rine to the exiting rebellion, and ac- 
knowledge the indep udence of the Southern 
Confederacy. Whoev.r comprehensively anl | 
dispassionately surveys the public situation, I 
must be convinced of this feet. It is fixed. 

Then, pa 1 riots of the U aion, shall Mr. Lin- 
coln be re-elected? Tha issue ia with you 
I j ourselves. Resolve that he shall not be re- 
elected, and execute the resolution like free- 
men conscious o< the high and mighty trust 
confided to you.

Parties living at a distance 
set m to have no knowledge of this fact, and 
the office is daily beeiegod by a large cumber 
who have no vouchers and no business of 
qteeial importance over the road.

Much 
trouble wcnld be saved if the fact was gen- 
erally known that the layalty of all ap?li- 
car ts tor passes over the road must be in-

We repeat, that 
porees will ta granted to none who have not 
argent and important business to call them to 
Nashville.

Tne army te 
being paid off, and other debts of the Gov- 
ernment are liquidated at the rata of a 
million dollars a day, and yet greeub teks are 
eesice. Have they been eaten up, baraed up, 
cr otherwise destroyed, and, if not, what has 
taccn e of them? C* any one astiga a rea- 
son for the present scarcity? Large amouits 
are paid every dey to farmers for thair pro- 
duce, and halt a million is disbursed weekly 
in tote market for thesinglo article of tobac- 
co, and yet greenbacks are scarce. We know 
that it takes a good m?ny greenbacks to pay 
tor ten dollars in gold, bat wo don't believe 
bat many people care about investing in the 
prteienB metals at their pi cstnt high premi- 
oro; bu', if such investments are made, some 
one mast receive toe greenbacks in return 
for the geld, and wha; becomes of them? 

In former times a scarcity of m >aey was 
attributable to the wait of confidence ia mer- 
cantile paper, unless it was “gold-edged,” and 
ttat was very scarce. Now there ia little or 
nothing efferad in mercantile bills; all bmi- 
ne.s transactions aud trades ate forc-aabino 
credit is given and cone te asked; *ul yet 
with the large government Usue* there te a 
scarcity of greenbacks. Where have they 
fltd? Wbat has been done with them? We 
have se«n many strange phenomena during 
the last few years, bat we must coafeoa that 
this is the strangest, and we shall continue to 
think so until some one ha3 solved this new 
sphinx— what has become of the greenbacks?
